I don't know about you, Jbut since these 
were factual reproductions of a real hap- 
pening, not a supposed one, I found it much 
more frightening to watch the one-on-one 
hate-filled beatings of one human being by 
another, than I did the sight of fake figures 
skeletonized or Jason. Robard's physical 
disintigration. 

And realizing that police actually held 
back a jeering crowd and no one attempted 
to help people that were on fire, makes me 
more anxious about the world's future than 
the thought of having a post nuclear disaster 
baby. 

I've always believed that when the world is 
destroyed it will be by man's lack of caring 
about other human beings. The pressing of 
the famous nuclear "button" is of course the 
ultimate.exampleof.this. !

As Christmas approaches, 
the arrival of the cold 
weather a nd snow brings to 
mind the need for fire safety. 
There are three programs 
that are being promoted by 
the Antioch Fire Dept. Fire 
Prevention Bureau ac- 
cording. to Asst. Chief Jim 
"QuedenfeldrrThese three" 
programs are "Keep the 
Wreath Red", "Adopt a Fire 
Hydrant", and "Install a 
Smoke Decec tor". 

In the "Keep the Wreath 
Red" program, they will 
place two large wreathes in 
the window of the display 
room of the fire station and a 
red bulb is placed in each 
wreath. 

To "Adopt a Hydrant", 
simply means that as the 
snow begins, to fall and ac- 
cumulates, it becomes har- 
der and harder for the fire 
department to locate fire 
hydrants in an emergency. . .. 



The Antioch Fire Dept. 
Fire Prevention Bureau is 
asking that the residents of 
the Village of Antioch par- 
ticipate in the "Adopt a Fire 
Hydrant" program, which 
began Dec. 1. 

The goal is to have village 
residents kee p the h ydrants 
near their homes free of 
snow, ice and other debris. 
When a fire occurs in the 
winter, quick access to. the 
hydrant is necessary. 

There are more than 190 
hydrants available for adop- 
tion. This is the third year 
for this program and 
Quedenfeld is hopeful that 
community spirited residen- 
ts will participate 100 per- 
cent. 

The "Install a Smoke 
Detector" program is new 
this year. A smoke detector 
could mean the difference 
between life or death in case 
of a fire. Most fires occur 



during the evening when 
everyone is sleeping. These 
smoke detectors alert the oc- 
cupants that there is a fire, 
thus allowing the occupants 
to escape unharmed. 

The village has passed a 
smoke detector ordinance 
that requires a smoke detec- 
tor in every home and in 
apartments there must' be 
electric smoke detectors 
located in all of the common 
areas and at least one bat- 
tery operated smoke detec- 
tor in each apartment. 

The department wants to 
remind everyone that fire 
prevention is needed 365 
days. a year and hope that 
every citizen of the village 
and Fire District of Antioch 
will help the fire prevention 

bureau keep this Christmas 
season a fire safe one and 
continue to be careful all 
yearlong.

Question: Is it true that sealants used on children's leeth reduce 
the amount of decay? .- 

Answer: Yes. Since chewing surface irregularities — called pits 
and fissures — are impossible lo keep clean because toothbrush 
bristles cannot reach thern, the sealant covers those vulnerable 
areas. Studies have proven (his highly effective in preventing den- 
tal carles. The sealant, a clear, tinted plastic material applied to 
the biting/chewing surfaces of teeth, acts as a barrier, protecting 
decay-prone areas of the back teeth from plaque and acid. It 
should be applied after teeth are cleaned: this takes only a few 
.momentsjor each tooth. It is advisable to use sealants in conjunc- 
tion with iluoride treatments, since fluoride is effective in fighting 
decay on smooth tooth surfaces and sealants are not. 

Usually, sealants are effective for a number 'of years; before the 
process needs repeating, and should be considered part of total 
decay-preventive dental care,
